Title: REDUNDANT SYSTEM FOR THE INDICATION OF HEADING AND ATTITUDE IN 
AN AIRCRAFT 



In response to the restriction requirement issued June 27, 2003, applicants select group I, 
claims 1-4 and 10-15, drawn to a method for calculating redundant attitude. 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement with respect to the basis given for making 
the requirement. Along these lines, the Examiner states that subcombinations are distinct from 
each other if they are shown to be separately usable. The Examiner states that in this case, 
invention of group II, a method for calculating redundant attitude using magnetic vectors, has 
separate utility from the invention of group I, a method for calculating redundant attitude. In 
particular, the Examiner states that the invention of group II "has separate utility such as use in 
dynamometers and flow sensors." Applicant cannot understand how a method for calculating 
attitude of an aircraft is usable in dynamometers and flow sensors. During numerous telephone
